PERSONALLY  CONDUCTED  TRIPS 

The  Lewis-Bverlv  Tours,  Estes  Park,  will  operate  personally  con- 
ducted scheduled  trips  within  the  Rocky  Mountain  National  Park 
covering  from  6  to  11  days.  These  tours  include  overnight  stops  at 
Estes  Park,  Fern  Lodge,  Bear  Lake  Lodge,  and  Grand  Lake  Lodge, 
with  trips  on  foot  from  these  locations.  The  trip  across  the  Conti- 
nental Divide  to  Grand  Lake  may  be  made  on  foot  from  Bear  Lake 
or  by  auto  from  Estes  Park  via  the  Fall  River  road.  The  rates  for 
these  tours  have  been  approved  by  the  Nat^nal  Park  Service  and 
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vary  with  the  duration  <rf  the  tour  and  the  service  furnished.  De- 
tailed infcH-mation  ean  be  obtamed  from  th«  Lewis-Byerly  Tours, 
Estes  Park,  Colo,  The  cost  includes  all  expenses  for  board,  lodging, 
guide  service,  and  transportation.  The  tours  are  adapted  to  those 
who  are  able  to  take  and  enjoy  trail  trips  on  foot,  and  who  wish  to 
see  some  of  the  most  rugged  and  scenic  portions  of  the  park. 

SPECIAL  TRIPS,  GUIDES,  AND  HORSES  .  • 

There  are  many  competent  guides  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park  who 
will  arrange  special  trips,  either  on  foot  or  by  saddle  horse,  and  either 
stopping  at  hotels  or  camping  out,  according  to  the  preference  of  the 
party.  A  list  of  authoii^d  guides  efui  be.  secured  at  the  o£&ce  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  park. 

Rates  for  guides  yary,  according  t^  the  character  of  the  trip,  from 
$10  to  $15  per  day,  not  including  horse  hire  or  other  expoises.  in 
Estes  Park  and  vichiity  and  at  Grand  Lf^e,  the  rates  for  horses  we 
usually  $4  per  day,  $2.50  per  half  day,  $21  per  week,  and  $75  per 
month.  In  the  Longs  Peak  and  Aliens  Park  districts  the  usual 
charge  per  day  is  $3.50.

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

The  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  Rocky 
Mountain  National  Park  are  liereby  established  and  made  public 
pursuant  to  authority  conferred  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved 
January  26,  1915  (38  Stat.  798),  as  amended  February  14,  1917  (39 
ai«l.  »16),  and  the  act  of  August 25, 1916  (39^tat.  536),  as  amended 

June  2,  1920  (41  Stat.  732).  ...  '  , 

1.  PtemmHm  4  nalmral  J^ures  and  ^w»a«fe««.— The  destruc- 
tion, injury,  defacement,  or  distarbtiuw  in  «ny  way  of  the  public 

buildings,  signs,  equipment,  or  otkw  property,  or  the  trees,  ^wen, 
vegetation,  rocks,  mineral,  anunal,  or  bird,  or  other  life  is  prohjbite*: 

Provided,  That  flowers  may  be  gathered  m  small  quantities  when,  m 
the  judgment  of  the  supermtendent,  their  removal  will  not  unpair 
the  beauty  of  the  park.    Before  any  flowers  are  picked,  permit  must 

be  secured  from  raa^ger  in  charge.  ,  ,  , 

2.  Oamping.-^lA  order  to  preserve  the  natural  scenery  ol  the  park 
and  to;  pzuviob  pure  water  and  faeilitiee  for  keepuag  the  park  dean, 
permaaettt  :<MUfip>sitoft  hajve!bee&>  8eib<»p^  for  touiasts  visiting  the 
park  in  their  own  conveyances,  and  noieampingis  penBitted  outside 
specially  designated  sites.  These  camps  li«Fe  been  uwd  dirag 
past  seasons ;  they  will  be  used  daily  this  year  and  for  many  yeare 
to  come.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  the  followmg  rules  be 
strictly  enforced  for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
tourists  who  visit  the  park  in  their  own  conveyances: 

•  (o)  C<»iibu8tible  rubbish  shall  be  burned  on  camp  fires  and  all 
^her  gariMge  «ad  refuge  of  all  kinds  shall  be  placed  in  garbage  cans 
0r,  if  GaBS«ia»ttO*  Mraikible,  placed  pits  provided  at  the  edge  of 
camp.  At  new  or  i^ffec|ueiited  camfs  iarbage  ahaU  be  bomed  or 
earned  to  a  place  Indden  from  a^ht.    Mis*p  ifee  <amp  grounda  dean. 

(h)  There  are  thousands  of  visitors  every  year  to  ea^  eamp  .ske 
and  the  water  in  the  creeks  and  streams  adjacent  is  not  safe  to  drink. 
The  water  supply  provided  is  pure  and  wholesome  and  must  be  used. 
If,  however,  the  water  supply  is  not  piped  to  grounds,  consult  rangers 
for  sources  to  use.  Tourists  out  on  hiking  parties  must  not  contami- 
nate watersheds  of  water  supplies.  They  are  indicated  by  signs,  pipe 
fines,  and  dams.  There  is  plenty  oj  pure  water;  he  sure  you  get  it. 
-  (c)  Oampere  and  others  shall  not  wash  clothing  or  cooking  uten- 
8^8  or  pollute  in  aacf  other  manffler  the  waters  of  the  park,  or  bathe 
in  any  of  the  streams  near  the  regularly  ^traveled  thsroiii^ilaJres  m 
the  park  without  suitable  bathing  clothesi 

(d)  Stock  shall  not  be  tied  so  as  to  permit  their  entering  any  of 
streams  of  the  park.  All  animals  shall  be  kept  a  sufficient  dis- 
tance from  camping  grounds  in  order  not  to  liter  the  ground  and 
make  unfit  for  use  the  area  which  may  be  used  later  as  tent  sites. 

(«)  Wood  ifx  fuel  only  can  be  taken  from  dead  or  fallen  trees. 
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3.  Fiie><. — Fires  constitute  one  of  the  greatest  perils  to  the  park; 
they  shall  not  be  kindled  near  trees,  dead  wood,  moss,  dry  leaves, 
forest  mold,  or  other  vegetable  refuse,  but  in  some  open  space  on 
rocks  or  earth.  Should  camp  be  naade  in  a  locality  where  no  such 
open  space  exists  or  is  provided,  the  dead  wood,  moss,  dry  leaves,  etc., 
shall  be  scraped  away  to  the  rock  or  earth  Gves  an  area  oonaideraltly 
lander  than  that  required  for  the  fire. 

Fires  shall  bo  lighted  only  when  necessary,  and  when  no  longer 
needed  shall  be  completely  extinguished  and  all  embers  and  bed 
smothered  with  eaith  or  water  so  that  tliere  remains  no  possibility 
of  reign iti on. 

The  possession  of,  the  ignition,  or  settii^  off  of  firecrackers  or  fire- 
works is  prohibited  within  the  park. 

Especial  care  shall  be  taJcen  thai  n»  lighted  match,  eiffear,  or  eigam^ 
is  dropped  in  any  grass,  twigs,  leaves,  or  tree  mcid. 

4.  Hunting.— T!^e  p&vk  is  a  sftnetuary  for  wild  tile  of  ev«ry  sort, 
and  hunting,  killing,  wounding,  capturing,  or  frightming  any  bird 
or  wild  animal  in  the  park,  except  dangerous  animals  when  it  is 
necessary  to  prevent  them  from  destroying  hfe  or  inflicting  injury, 
is  prohibited. 

The  outhts,  including  guns,  traps,  teams,  horses,  or  means  of 
transportation  used  by  pei'sons  engaged  in  hunting,  killing,  trap- 
ping, ensnaring,  or  capturing  birds  or  wild  animals,  or  in  possession 
of  game  Mttod  on  the  park  lands  under  ciretmMtwDices  other  than 
prescribed  above,  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  suparintendent  and  hdid 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Director  of  the  Na^oal  Faxk  Service, 
except  in  cases  where  it  is  shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
outfit  is  not  the  property  of  the  person  or  persons  violating  this 
regulation  and  the  actual  owTier  was  not  a  party  to  such  violation. 
Fireanns  are  prohibited  in  the  park  except  on  written  permission 
of  the  superintendent.  Visitors  entering  or  traveling  through  the 
ark  to  places  beyond  sha^,  at  entrance,  report  and  surrender  all 
rearms,  traps,  nets,  seines,  or  e^qplo^ves  in  their  possession  to  the 
first  park  officer,  and  in  proper  eases  may  obtain  his  wiitten  leave  to 
eaxry  them  throu^  the  pa^  sealed.  The  Gor^nment  affiumeB  no 
responsibilities  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  firearms,  traps,  nets,  seines, 
or  other  property  so  surrendered  to  any  park  officer,  nor  are  park 
officers  authorised  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  custody  of  any 
property  for  the  convenience  of  visitors. 

5.  Fkhlng. — Fishing  with  nets,  seines,  traps,  or  by  the  use  of 
drugs  or  explosives,  or  in  any  other  way  than  with  hook  and  line, 
or  for  merchandise  or  profit,  is  prohibited.  Fishing  in  particular 
water  may -be  suspended,  or  the  number  of  fish  that  may  be  taken 
by  one  pezson  in  any  one  da;^  fmn-  the  various  streams  or  lakes 
may  be  regulated  by  the  superintendent.  All  fish  hooked  less  tbui 
7  inches  long  shall  be  carefully  handled  with  moist  hands  and  returned 
at  once  to  the  water.  Fish  retained  shall  be  killed.  Thirty  fish 
(not  exceeding  a  total  of  10  pounds)  shall  constitute  the  limit  for  a 
day's  catch. 

6.  Private  operations. — No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  reside 
permanently,  engage  in  any  business,  or  erect  ])uildings  in  the  park 
without  pennission  in  writing  from  the  Director  of  the  National 
Park  Service,  Washington,  D.  C.  i4»plications  for  such  pannission 
may  be  addressed  to  t3ie  Director  through  the  superintwdent  of  l^e 
park. 


7.  Cameras.— Sm  and  motion  picture  c«men»  mAj  be  frwly  u«ed 
•  in  the  park  for  general  scenic  purposes.    For  the  filmmg  of  moMi 

mctm-es  requirmg  the  use  of  artificial  or  special  settmgs,  or  mvolv- 
mg  the  piformance  of  a  professional  cast,  permission  must  first  be 
obtained  from  the  superintendent  of  the  park. 

8.  G^mWifW.— Gambling  in  any  form,  or  the  operation  ot  gam- 
ttme  defiees,  whether  for  merchandise  or  otherwise,  is  prohibited. 

9  Advertisements.— YiiYSiU  notices  or  advertisffln«it&  daall  not 
be  posted  or  displayed  within  the  jMk,  enseptoig  such  wtihe  park- 
superintendent  deems  necessary  ior  the  emvmamim  amA  ««idaaee  ol 

^^lO^^Mining  clmms.— The  location  of  mining  cUums  is  prohibked 
on  Government  lands  withm  the  park.       ,  ,  '  .    ^,  , 

11  Patented  Unds.— Owners  of  patented  lands  withm  the  park 
fimite  are  entitled  to  the  full  use  and  enjoyment  thereof;  the  bouncl- 
aiies  of  such  hmds,  hiwwfriar,  shall  be  determmed,  and  marked  and 
defined,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  distmguished  from  the  park 
lands  Wliile  no  IkiHtatioBS  «r  ei»i^<aoB8  aire  Haposed  upwi  the  use 
of  private  lands  so  long  as  use  does  not  mterfew  wi^  or  injure 
the  park,  private  owners  shall  provide  agamst  tJesiwes  by  tii«r  live* 
stock  upiii  the  park  lands,  and  all  trespasses  eomimtted  wdl^  F^ 
ished  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law.

^^iT'Grazing.—The  ronnmg  at  large, ^herding,  or  gr^ing  of  live- 
stock of  any  kind  on  the  Gov^nment  lands  in  tiie  park,  as  weU  as 
the  drivmg  of  livestock  over  same,  is  prohlteted'  «xc^  where 
authority  therefor  has  been  granted  by  the  supermtendent.  liiv*- 
stock  found  improperly  on  the  park  lands  may  be  impounded  and 
heW  until  claimed  by  the  owner  and  the  trespass  adjusted. 

13  Authorised  operators.— AYi  persons,  firms,  or  corporations 
holdhig  fnawtoes  in  the  park  shall  keep  the  grounds  used  by  them 
properly  poUced  and  shaU  maintain  the  premises  m  a  samtaiy  c^on- 
dition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  «up<amtendent.  No  operator  shaU 
retain  in  his  employment  a  person  whose  presence  m  the  pajk  may  be 
deemed  by  the  supermtendent  subvefare  of  good-onk««  a«i  mMWge?

All  operators  shall  require  each  of  theu-  employees  to  wear  a 
metal  badge  with  a  number  thereon,  or  other  mark  of  ideiitification, 
the  name  and  the  number  corresponding  therewith  or  the  identihca^ 
tbn  mark  bang  registered  in  the  supermtendent's  oihce.

park  to  the  territory  beyond,  in  wfeu*  ilMtaaifleB  they  ahaU  be  k^t 
tied  while  crossing  the  park.  .  , 

15  Dead  animals.-AM  domestic  or  grazed  anunals  that  m»y  dm 
on  the  Government  lands  in  the  park,  at  any  toimst  camp  or  along 
any  of  the  pubUc  thoroughfares,  shall  be  buried  immcaiatelv  by  the 
owner  or  person  having  charge  of  such  animals,  at  least  2  teet  be- 
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neath  the  ground  and  in  no  case  less  than  one-fourth  mile  from  any 
camp  or  thoroughfare. 

16.  Travel  on  trails. — Pedestrians  on  trails,  when  saddle  or  pack 
animals  are  passing  them,  ^hsM  remain  quiet  until  the  animal^  h£tY€^ 
passed. 

Persons  traveling  on  the  trails  of  the  park,  either  on  foot  or  on 
saddle  animals,  shall  not  mak&  vkmt  cutej  but  «hAll  cen^te  th^« 
selves  to  the  main  trails. 

17.  Tramh--Om£ral. — (a)  Saddle  horses,  pack  trains,  and  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  have  right  of  way  over  motor-propelled  vehicles  at 
all  times 

(6)  On  sidehill  grades  throughout  the  park  motor-driven  vehicles 
shall  take  the  outer  side  of  the  road  when  meeting  or  passing  vehicles 
of  any  kind  drawn  by  animals;  likewise,  freight,  baggage,  and  heavy 
camping  outfits  shall  take  the  outer  side  of  the  road  on  sidehill 
grades  wh^  me^tiiig  or  passing  ,  passenger  vehi«^  dravn  by 
animals. 

{c)  Xx)ad  and  vehide  wei^t  Umi^t^cms  shall  be  those  prescribed 
£rom  time  to  time  by  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  and 
shall  be  complied  with  by  the  operators  of  all  vehicles  using  the 
park  roads.  Schedules  showing  weight  limitations  for  different 
roads  in  the  park  may  be  seen  at  the  office  of  the  superintendent  and 
at  the  ranger  stations  at  the  park  entrances. 

{d)  All  vehicles  shall  be  equipped  with  lights  for  night  travd. 
At  least  one  Ught  shall  he  carried  on  the  left  front  side  of  horse- 
drawn  vehicks  in  a  position  aii^  as  to  b»  visilde  imm  both  i^nt 
and  rear. 

18.  MweeUmeaua. — (a)  Campi^  and  all  others,  save  those  hqld^ 
ing  licenses  from  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  are 
prohibited  from  hiring  their  horses,  trappings,  or  vehicles  to  tourists 
or  visitors  in  the  park.  No  pack  trains  will  be  allowed  in  the  park, 
unless  in  charge  of  a  duly  registered  guide. 

(6)  All  complaints  by  tourists  and  others  as  to  service,  etc.,  ren- 
dered in  the  park  should  be  made  to  the  superintendent  in  writing 
before  the  comj^ilainapit  leaves.  U]i9  park*  OrM  coini^^aaLt^  will  Im 
beard  daily  during  orace  hoiy». 

10.  Fif^  and  pe^^Mes. — JPersons  who  render  themselves  obnoxr 
ious  by  disorderly  conduct  or  baid  behavior  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
punishment  hereinafter  prescribed  for  violation  of  the  foregoing 
regulations,  or  they  may  be  summarily  removed  from  the  park  by 
the  superintendent  and  not  allowed  to  return  without  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Director  of  the  Natipiial  Park  Service  or  the  super- 
intendent of  the  park. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  foregoing^  regulations  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $500  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sis  inonths»  or  both, 
fmd  be  adjudged  to  pay  all  costs  of  the  proceedings. 

20.  Lost  and  Jtmnd  articles, — Persons  finding  lost  articles  should 
deposit  them  at  the  nearest  ranger  station,  leaving  their  own  names 
and  addresses  so  that  if  not  claimed  by  owners  within  60  days  articles 
may  be  turned  over  to  those  who  found  them. 

AUTOMOBILE  AND  MOTOR-CYCLE  REGULATIONS 

Pursuant  to  authoritv  conferred  bv  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
January  26,  1915  (38  Stat.  798),  as  amended  February  14,  1917  (39 


Stat.  916),  fflid  tlie  act  of  August  25,  1916  (89  Stat.  535),  as  aio«ided 
June  2,  1920  (41  vStat.  732),  the  following  regulations  covering  the 
admission  of  automobiles  and  motor  cycles  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
National  Park  are  hereby  established  and  made  public : 

1.  Enimnces. — Automobiles  and  motor  cycles  may  enter  and  leave 
the  park  by  any  of  the  entrances. 

2.  AuiUtmMes.^The  paA  is  opoa  to  automobiles  operated  for 
pleasure,  but  m>t  to  thuae  carrymg  passengers  who  are  paying,  either 
dn-ectly  or  indirectly,  for  the  use  of  machines  (excepting,  howoFer, 
automobiles  used  by  transportation  Hnes  operatmg  undw  Govern- 
ment franchise),  and  any  person  operating  an  automobile  in  contra- 
vention of  the  provisions  of  tiiis  regulation  will  be  deemed  guilty  of 

its  violation.  ^  i 

Careful  driving  is  demanded  of  all  persons  usmg  the  roads.  Ine 
^vemment  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  any  kind  of  accident. 

3.  Jfofor  cyde#,-^Motor  cycles  are  admitted  to  the  park  under  the 
Slime  eenditions  as  automobiles  and  are  suhgect  to  the  same  regula- 
tions, as  far  as  they  am  apphcaWe.  AutomobileB  and  heme-deawn 
vehicles  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  motor  cydes. 

4.  Motor  trucks, — Motor  trucks  may  enter  the  paA  subject  to  the 
weight  limitations  prescribed  by  the  Director  of  the  National  Park 
Service. 

6.  Intoaaeation, — No  person  who  is  under  the  influence  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  aad  no  perscHk  who  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  narcotic  drugs 
shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle  of  any  kind  on  the  park  roads. 

6.  f^gfmtte.— No  permitB  for  automobikB  «p  «otor  cydes  <H>erated 

for  pleasure  are  requirod.  .  , 

7  Fees.—^o  fee  is  demanded  for  tihe  opaKntum  ©f  veAxmmm»  w 

motor  cycles  operated  for  pleasure.  ,  • 

8.  Distance  apart;  gears  and  Irealcs. — Automobiles  while  in  mo- 
tion shall  be  not  less  than  50  yards  apart,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
passing,  which  is  permissible  only  on  comparatively  level  stretches  of 
i6fids  or  on  slight  grades.  All  automobiles,  except  while  shifting 
igMTS,  diaU  retain  their  geare  constantly  enmeshed.  The  driver  of 
each  ttOiNBiobiW  may  be  required  to  satisfy  park  officei-s  that  all  parts 
4A  W»  niiwhine,  particularly  the  brakes  and  tires,  are  m  first-ciase 
working  order  and  cap  aWe  of  making  the  trip ;  and  that  there  is  suffi- 
cient  gasoline  in  the  taidc  to  reach  <4ie  next  plaxje  where  it  ma^  be 
obtained.  The  automobile  shall  carry  at  least  one  eocfcra  tire. '  Mbtoir 
cycles  not  equipped  with  breaks  in  good  working  ord^  are  not  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  park.  ,   ,,  ,  .1 

9.  ,S2>e«(te.— Automobiles  and  other  vehicles  shall  be  so  operated 
as  to  be  under  the  safe  control  of  the  driver  at  all  times.  The  speed 
shall  be  kept  within  such  limits  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  acci- 
dent. Maadmum  speed  is  linnted  to  12  miles  per  hour  on  grades 
and  when  roonding  sharp  curves.  On  straight  op«i  stretches  the 
speed  may  be  increased  to  26  maes  per  hour.  ^ 

10.  //oms.— The  horn  shall  be  sounded  on  approaching  curves  ot 
stretches  of  road  concealed  for  any  considerable  distmee  by  sio{>es, 
overhanging  trees,  or  other  obstacles,  and  before  meeting  or  passmg 
other  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  ridmg  or  drivmg  animals,  or  pedes- 
tirians 

11.  i>i^^s.— All  automobiles  shall  be  equipped  with  head  and  tail 
lights,  the  headlighta  to  be  of  sufficient  brilliancy  to  insure  safety 
in  driving  at  night,  and  all  lights  shall  be  kept  %hted  after  sunset 
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when  automobile  is  on  the  roads.  Headlights  shall  be  dimmed  when 
meeting  other  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  riding  or  driving  animals, 
or  pedestrians. 

12.  Muffler  cut-outs. — Muffler  cut-outs  shall  be  kept  closed  while 
approaching  or  passing  riding  horses,  horse-drawn  vehicles,  hotek, 
camps,  or  checking  stations. 

13.  Teams. — When  teams,  saddle  horses,  or  pack  trains  afmroach, 
automobiles  shall  iake  the  outo*  edge  ol  tiie  roadway,  regar&ess  of 
the  direction  in  which  they  may  be  gomg,  taking  care  that  sufficient 
room  is  left  on  the  inside  for  the  passage  of  vehicles  and  animals. 
Teams  have  the  right  of  way,  and  automobiles  shall  be  backed  or 
otherwise  handled  as  may  be  necessary  so  as  to  enable  teams  to  pass 
with  safety.  In  no  case  shall  automobiles  pass  animals  on  the  road 
at  a  speed  greater  than  8  miles  per  hour. 

14.  Overtaking  veJiicles. — Any  vehicle  traveling  slowly  upon  any 
of  the  park  roads  shall,  when  overtaken  by  a  faster  moving  motor 
vehicle  imd  upon  suitaUe  signid  from  such  overtaking  vehicle,  give 
wa^  to  the  ris^t,  in  case  of  horse-drawn  vdiides,  allowii^  the  over- 
takmg  vehicle  rea8<»ably  free  passage,  provided  the  overtaking 
vehicle  does  not  exceed  the  speed  limits  specified  for  the  road  m 
question. 

When  automobiles  going  in  opposite  directions  meet  on  a  grade, 
the  ascending  machine  has  right  of  way,  and  the  descending  machine 
shall  be  backed  or  otherwise  handled  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
the  ascending  machine  to  pass  with  safety. 

15.  Accidents,  stap^omrB. — If,  because  of  aedident  or  stop  for  any 
reason,  automobiles  are  unable  to  keen  going,  they  ^all  be  imme- 
diatdiy  parked  off  the  ro6d,  or,  whene  lliiB  k  iniposeible,  on  ^e  outer 
edge  of  the  road. 

Any  driver  of  a  motor-driven  vehicle  who  meets  with  an  accident 
shall  report  same  at  the  nearest  ranger  station  or  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  park. 

16.  Fines  and  penalties. — Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  fore- 
going regulations  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeaner  and 
sliall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  and  be  adjudged  to  pay  aJl  costs  of 
the  proceedings,  and  sudi  violation  shall  subject  the  offender  to  im- 
mediate ejectment  from  ^e  park*  Persons  ejected  from  the  park 
will  not  be  permitted  to  retnm  without  prior  sanction  in  writing 
from  the  Director  of  the  National  Park  Service  or  the  superintendent 
of  the  parte. 

17.  Reduced  engine  power ^  gasoline,  etc. — The  power  of  automobiles 
is  reduced  in  high  altitudes.  Adjustment  of  the  carburetor  may  be 
advisable^  particularly  for  continued  use  at  high  elevations.  Gears 
will  be  used  more  frequently  than  at  low  elevations^  and  more  gasoline 
will  be  used  per  mile.  In  descending  a  long  hill  the  automobile 
should  be  kept  in  gear  and  the  compression  <rf  the  engine  utilized  to 
retard  the  speed  of  the  car.  If  brakes  alone  are  used  they  are  likely 
to  become  overheated.  In  climbing  a  long  grade  overheating  of  the 
engine  should  be  avoided  and  the  radiator  refilled  when  necessary. 

18.  Garages — Bepairs — Supplies. — Gasoline,  oils,  and  accessories 
are  available  for  purchase  at  stations  in  Estes  Park  and  Grand  Lake. 
Repair  shops  and  garages  are  maintained  at  these  points  by  dealers 
not  undei'  the  jmisdictioii  of  the  National  Park  Sei^vice.
